Next Sunday’s Readings 

Reading 1: Genesis 22:1-2, 9a, 10-13, 15-18 

God put Abraham to the test. He called to him, "Abraham!" "Here I 
am!" he replied. Then God said: "Take your son Isaac, your only one, 
whom you love, and go to the land of Moriah. There you shall offer 
him up as a holocaust on a height that I will point out to you."

Again the LORD'S messenger called to Abraham from heaven and 
said: "I swear by myself, declares the LORD, that because you acted 
as you did in not withholding from me your beloved son, I will bless 
you abundantly and make your descendants as countless as the stars 
of the sky and the sands of the seashore; your descendants shall take 
possession of the gates of their enemies, and in your descendants all 
the nations of the earth shall find blessing—all this because you 
obeyed my command."

Gospel: Mark 9:2-10 

Jesus took Peter, James, and John and led them up a high mountain 
apart by themselves. And he was transfigured before them, and his 
clothes became dazzling white, such as no fuller on earth could 
bleach them. Then Elijah appeared to them along with Moses, and 
they were conversing with Jesus. Then Peter said to Jesus in reply,
